SUMMARY: LOCAL EC-9 REPRESENTATIVES ARE RECOMMENDING 
TO CAPITALS THAT THEY SPEAK ON SOUTH AFRICA DESIGNATION 
QUESTION AND, IF U.S. DOES NOT RPT NOT CALL FOR A VOTE, 

THAT A MEMBER OF EC-9 DO SO. CANADIANS HAVE TOLD 
US THEY WILL SPEAK WHETHER OR NOT RPT NOT THERE IS A 
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VOTE. END SUMMARY: 

1 . DANISH MISOFF (MISOFF (OVERVAD) INFORMED US MORNING 
OF MAY 30 THAT EC REPS, WHILE LACKING INSTRUCTIONS, HAD 
AGREED TO RECOMMEND TO THEIR CAPITALS THAT ASSUMING BG 
CHAIRMAN WILL PROPOSE A STATE OTHER THAN SOUTH AFRICA 
FOR DESIGNATION, THEY BE AUTHORIZED TO MAKE STATMENTS 
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ALONG LINES OF THOSE DELIVERED AT JUNE 1977 BOARD 
MEETING (EC REPS THEN ON BOARD WHO SPOKE WERE UK-ON 
BEHALF OF EEC-, DENMARK, FRG, FRANCE, NETHERLANDS) 
OBIECTING TO NON DESIGNATION OF SOUTH AFRICA. WE HAVE 
ALSO LEARNED THAT EC REPS ARE RECOMMENDING THAT EC 
BOARD MEMEBERS CALL FOR VOTE IF U.S. DOES NOT DO SO, 
DELIVERING STATEMENTS AS EXPLANATIONS OF VOTE. 

3. AT WEO CONSULTATION MEETING LATER SAME DAY, CANADIAN 
AND AUSTRALIAN REPS TOOK POSITIONS PREDICTED REF B. 

I INFORMED GROUP PER REF A THAT U.S. WOULD REITERATE 
POSITION TAKEN LAST YEAR AND WAS CONSIDERING CALLING 
FOR VOTE. ONLY OTHER SPEAKERS WERE DANISH REP WHO, 

ON BEHALF OF EC, NOTED THAT EC REPS HAD RECOMMENDED 
THAT STATEMENTS BE MADE AS NOTED ABOVE, AND ITALIAN 
REP WHO DID NOT OBJECT TO BOARD VOTE BEING TAKEN BUT 
QUESTIONED ITS EFFECTIVENESS. 

4. CANADIAN AMBASSADOR (CARTER) INFORMED ME TODAY 
THAT HE WOULD MAKE STATEMENT SIMILAR TO OURS WHETHER 
OR NOT VOTE WAS TAKEN. 

5. COMMENT: ASSUMING FINAL INSTRUCTIONS TO EC STATES 
REFLECT LOCAL MISSION'S RECOMMENDATIONS PICTURE IS 
MORE ENCOURAGING THAN OUR INITIAL REPORT CONTAINED 
REF B. AS MATTERS STAND, ONLY STATE WHICH HAS FALLEN 
OFF BANDWAGON SINCE 1977 IS AUSTRALIA. END COMMENTS. 
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
